IOO Patrotaen in Penna. 


An Increase of IOO patrolmen iii 
the state police force will be recoin 
mended to the Legislature by Key­ 
stone Automobile Club, it was an­ 
nounced by Mark T. Milnor, t'hair-^ 
men of the club’s Harrisburg ad* 
vlsory board. 
This, he said, will 
bring the total to the authorised 
strength of 1800. 
“8!nce Bl of our state policemen 
are assigned to the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike and an additional number 
will be given Turnpike duty by 
June I of this year.” continued Mr. 
Milnor, “it is quite obvious that the 
public highways of the Common­ 
wealth will continue to suffer from 
lack of adequate patrolling. Even 
at full strength, the State Police 
will have a tremendous job in cov­ 
ering* the 
extensive 
mileage 
of 
Pennsylvania roads. 
“K e y s t o n e Automobile Club, 
therefore, in furtherance of our be­ 
lief that a well-patrolled highway 
Is a safe highway, strongly recom­ 
mends to the present General As­ 
sembly appropriate legislation to 
increase the force by a minimum of 
IOO men. to be assigned to public 
highway patrol duty only.” 
Mr. Milnor emphasised that the 
Turnpike Commission hears the ex­ 
pense of the patrolmen assigned to 
the super-highway. 
In addition to the increased State 
Police forces, he said Keystone will 
also urge the Legislature to assure 
a more efficient law enforcement 
on the Turnpike by amending the 
Vehicle Code so as to eliminate, in­ 
sofar as the Turnpike Is concerned, 
the provision for taking alleged of 
fenders before the “nearest avail­ 
able magistrate.”

Trackwl*e the yard I* broken Into 
three sections. One I* completed, 
one Im finished except for three 
track* and the third is sixty per-i 
cent compieted. 
There will be 37 track* for car) 
classiflicstion. two for car repair! 
and five engine house track*. 
Sorting of car* for final destina­ 
tion is a major function of the 
yard. Train* coming in from the 
weal are broken up and part* are 
re.tsHembled for Trenton, the Fair- 
'*•** Work*. New York, to name 
only a few of Hie de*tinations. At 
present 25ft to 3ftft cars are being 
classified daily. 
Empty and full cars are being 
weighed on a new’ 65-foot scale. 
This can he used for cars coming 
Iii as one full of scrap metal or 
one leaving full of gravel for some 
distant road building. 
Gravity, electrcity and oil will 
supply the power to move the cars. 
All the main lines will be electri­ 
fied. 
Considerable 
electrification 
has already taken place. 
Diesel 
engines will be used to shift cars. 
Gravity is used to classify them. 
A total of 254 switches will be 
giving the cars the "double cross" 
when the yard is finished. There 
are 73 yet to be installed. They 
are or will he operated either by 
air or manually. 
All switches operated from the 
tourer will be air operated. The 
tower and hump building, the brain 
of the yard which classifies the 
cars, are about 70 percent finished. 
A new engine house has just been 
starter, a yard master’s office is 
20 percent completed, a bunk house 
for crews coming into the yard is 
70 percent compieted, a freight 
clerk’s office for both the Reading 
and Pennsylvania railroads, is 85 
percent constructed and a freight 
house on the Bristol Pike is about 
5ft percent finished. A car inspect­ 


or's office has not been started as 
yet, but a cutters’ building is ap­ 
proximately ten percent finished 
and three or four air compression 
buildings have yet to be started. 
Water distribution system, both 
of industrial and drinking water 
is 90 percent completed. The drink­ 
ing water will he drawn from 
Morrisville borough system and the 
Industrial water will he pumped 
from dolled wells, 
A sewage system for treatment 
of raw sewage and industrial waste 
(oily water) 
which will prevent 
pollution of the Delaware River 
ha* been started and is about five 
percent completed. 
Flood lighting of the yard* has 
been started. The nrst of five 166* 
foot towers was erected near Falls- 
ington main line railroad bridge. 
Th** crane that lifted the prefabri­ 
cated steel tower and 18 flood­ 
light* into position was stationed 
on the bridge and allowed only 
two-way traffic over the bridge for 
a day. 
A public address system will be 
in use throughout the yard.
